It is stated that, following a 
promise by a Soviet represent- 
ative, who recently arrived from: 
Moscow, to the effect that the 
Canton Government would: re- 
ceive “an enormous sum” from 
Moscow if it adopted Soviet ideas, 
“Dr. Sun has decided to comply 
with the proposal as soon ay 
possible. . 

Reports state that the first step 
to be taken will be co declare the 
nationalisation of all big business 
eoncerns and extensive properties. 

‘A further report is to the effect 
that Dr. Sun has declared that 
he will cause the removal from 
‘the Kuomintang Party of any 
member who opposes the scheme. 

What measure of truth there 
is in these stories, we do not pro- 
fess to know. We give them: as 
they reach us. They are, how- 
ever, interesting in view of the 
known fact that the Canton 
Government is ‘short of funds, 
and also in view of past reports 
of a possible alliance or under- 
standing between Dr. Sun and 
the Soviet Government.
